That was the newspaper placard’ 
on the London strect one day recently.. “Dartmoor convict recaptured,”

To most people In this country, not only of the 


«underworld, the word Dartmoor conjures up only the great convint prison 
set upon the Moor in South Devon; a place, except for a short Summer, 
of sudden fogs and rain ond snow and bitter cold; of grey granite and 


Srey quarries; of working parties of 
prisoners outside the walls under the 
eyes of armed warders; of Civil 
Guards, carbines in crook of arm, 
standing here and there on vantage 
points. .A place of damp and deadly 
Bloom from which no men may 
escnpe—for : long. 
FREE FIVE HOURS 

The prisoner of this week who 
“escaped” had his liberty but,a short 
five hours., Slipping away from his 
.fang in a sudden fog such as is com- 
mon on the Moor, he was defeated 
by the fog. For five hours he wan- 
dered in circles, only to surrender 
when the fog lifted: and be taken 
back exhausted to the place whence 
he came, 

Tt ts curlous that escapes : 
other jails never give to the towns- 
man, the thrill which an escape from 
Dartmoor gives. No man yet has 
really escaped from “the Moor," or, 
only one. He wa never 
heard of again. 
ished in a morass. 

‘FOR WAR PRISONERS 

When we were at continual war 
with France a place had to be found 
to incarcerate prisoners of war. So 
the great place on Dartmoor was 
built for them; American prisoners 
of war of 1812 went there, too. The 
wars came to an end, Then about 
1857 it occurred to someone to use 


_Ahe_place-—for_many_ years empty— 


as a convict prison, Only the worst 
and most confined type of offender 
was, or is, sent there. Most of them 
are townsifen; they get away In the 
sudden fogs characteristle of the 
Moor, and they take to the Moor jt- 
self; not knowing, or despising, its 
dangers.

Marquis of Huntley , 


7 London, Feb. 20. 

The Marqu{s pf Hunticy, Premicr 
Marquls of Scotland, died carly this 
morning in his 90th. year.—British. 
Wireless, ‘ 

Charles Gordon Marquis of Huntley, 
the premier Marquis of Scotland, 
and the holder of many other 
Scottish and British {{tles, was born 
at: Orton-Longueville, Northampton- 
shire, one of the family seats, in 
March, 1847, as the son of the’ 10th. 
Marquis whom he succeeded In 1893, 
The. Marqulsate was_crented In 1599, 

For some years he was o Lord-in- 
Whiting and then Captain of the 
Corps of Gentlemen - at - Arms In 
Queen Victoria's court. He was also 
Hon. Colonel of the 7th Gordon 
Highlanders, : Later, he became Pre- 
sident of the National Association for 
the Promotion of Social Science. 
Three times Lord Rector of Abcrdean 
University—in 1891, 1893 and 1896— 
he recelved the hon. degree of LL.D. 
In one of his rectorial addresses he 
aroused some surprise by pleading 
for goodwill - between capital and 
labour on lines discussed at the 
Mond-Turner conference in 1929 and 
also for a system of old-age pensions. 

The chief Huntley scat was Aboyne 
Castle, Aberdeenshire, but the family 
also owned the estates of Dinnet, 
Morven, Glentanar’ and the Forest 
of Blrse. The Marquis was in fact 
one, of the biggest landowners on 
Deeside and, as chief of the Gordons 
was known aa “Cock o’ the North,” 
In appearance he was among the 
most. aristocratic of the peers ‘and 
-when in Highland dress was one of 
the handsomest men -in Scotland. 

In 1867 with the old of o smajl 
local ‘committee he founded the 
famous Aboyne Games. Later, he 
was hampered ‘by finaticial diMculties 
and, although he sold a very large 
part of his Deeside estates, he made 
three appearances in the Bankruptcy: 
Court, compounding with his credi- 
tars on two occasions. The third re- 
eelving order in’ June, 1928, .was 
caused by the demand of a moncy- 
lender for a sum which the Marquis. 
had borrowed to oppose a claim to 
the ancient Barony of Gordon, It 
was announced that the. creditors 
would eventually. be paid in full. 

The claim to the Gordon title, 
which had been : dormant’: for: 500 
years, was made by Sir Bruce 
Gordon Seton. It turned on the dis- 
covery, after. five centuries, of the 
copy of a ‘document In the Vatican 
Library declaring the divorce of an 
ancestor of one of the parties to be 
invalid, In May, 1929, tho Committee 
for Privileges of the House of Lords 
decided in favour of the Marquis. 

Huntley married in 1869 a daughter, 
of Sir W. Cunliffe - Brooks, . the 
banker. She diced in 1920, Icaving 
no childrén. In 1922 he marricd the 
wealthy widow of yas, Macdonald of

LECTURE 'TO ‘THEOSOPHISTS 
BY MRS, PARKINSON 


“yg Beauty the Goal of thé Arts?” 
waa tho title of the lecture given by 
Mrs. O, M.. Parkinson, M.a,, at the 
public, meeting held by the Manuk 
Lodge of the Theosophical Socicty 
on Thursday, This lecture wan one 
of the sdrics on the Plan of Evolution. 

The speaker began by showing the 
essential unity, not only of the differ~ 
ent branches of the, arts, but also of 
man’s other activitics in Philosophy, 
religion and selence: for all of these 
are the result of the reaching up by 
the Individual lo the buddhic or 
fntuitional consclousness, The genius, 
in whatever Jine,. is able to’ contact 
to a greater or less extent this con- 
sclousness, which. ordinary man’ a3 
yet hag not attained. But on the lower 
mental plane of particular thoughts 
the contact with the buddhic Unity 
breaks up Into diverse forms, and 
appears under many different aspects, 

So wo have Art appearing os ‘the 
arts, Ilterature as the central one, 
with painting, sculpture and archi- 


tecture on the one hand dealing with’ 


space relations, and drama, poetry 
and music on the other hand dealing 
These are 


": and ‘Hternture i3 
the pivot; partaking of the nature of 
all, : 
Is Beauty the Gonl of the Arts? To 
answer this we myst first consider the 
nature of beauty. In western ideas 
of aesthetics the most comprehensive 
philosophy {a that first advanced by 
Plotinus and later developed by the 
Germtin philosophers of the elgh- 
teenth century of the threefold aspect 
of the perception of beauty. The 
three essentlals are:—1. The ultimate 
quallty of beauty (the transeendental 
aspect) 2, The object expressing the 
quality (the objective aspect) and 3. 
The mind perceiving the quality in 
the object (the subjective aspect). 
Realising these three things to be 
necessary for the perception of beauty 
we understand how beauty and the 
arts are regarded as a means where- 
by the individual may come in con- 
tact with Universality in its manifes- 
tation as beauty. fone 

Relation to Nature 

The relation of art to nature Is an 
important point for we cannot con= 
ecive that art is able, to put some- 
thing into nature that’Js not already 
there. Rather we should take it that 
the artist ‘is able to sce something 
in nature which fs not ordinarily per-

. BY DOMINIONS . 


London, Feb, 20, 


Commenting on the changes itn 
the Coronation Oath,: particulars of 
which have now been made public, 
the Manchester Guardian says that 
they are another Instance of how even 
the most historic of English constitu- 
tionn] usages are modificd to mect 
new conditions. 


Changes have become necessary 
since 1911 owing to the constitu- 
tlonal position’ which has” arisen 
from the new siatus of the Dom- 
Inlons under the Statute of West- 
minster. i : 


The new form of the Oath has 
‘been approved after discussions be- 
tween United, Kingdom Government 
and the Dominion Governments, 


The text of the first portion of 
the Coronation Onth, in- order to 
meet the changed constitutional posi- 
tion is to be as follows: ? 


“Will you’ solemnly promise_ and 
swear to rovern the peoples of Great 
Britain, Ireland, Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand and the Union of South 
Afrlen of your possessions and other 


-I territories to ony of them belonging 


‘ar containing and of your Empire of 
India according to their respective 
laws and ‘customs?” . 


In 1911, this’ part of the Oath took 
the form, “WIII you solemnly promise 
and swear to govern the people of this 
United Kingdom of Britaln and Ire- 
lnnd and the Dominions thereto be- 
longing, according to the Statute in 
Parjlament pgreed on and the res- 
pective Inws and customs of the 
same?” 


Religious Oath - 


No ulternation has been made in 
the second part in which the King 
swenrs he will, to his power, cause 
Jaw and justice and mercy to be 
executed in al] his Judgments, 


The religious part of the oath hns 
been’ slightly modifled so.o8 to Umit 
to the United Kingdom the King’s 
undertaking to maintain the Protest- 
ant Reform as the religion established 
by Jaw. 


Regarding this modification, the 
Manchester Guardian remarks that it 
manifests that though the Protestant 
character of the Monarchy, once its 
most vital characteristic, stands un- 
shaken, it has censcd to be an irritant 
challenge to those of other Faiths.—

‘CHINA’ PUSHES ON. 
WITH WORK 


A recent.report by .the’ Central 
News Agency heralds the carly com- 
pletion of .two important highways 
m South China—those linking Can- 
ton with Kowloon and with Nanning; 
formerly capital of Kwangsl, Con- 
struction of «the “main. sections of 
these roads have alrepdy been con- 
cluded, it is stated. 

Although ft ls now possible to 
teach Shum Chun, on tho British 
border, from Canton, the route, whicn 
lies through Walchow, covers -almost 
twice the mileage of the more direct 
highway which ‘Is ‘planned. This 
is from Canton to - Tsengchen 
(Tsfngshinghsien), through Sheldung 
(where the Kowloon-Canton railwny. 
crosses the East River) and then to 
Tungwel, in the Tungkun. district. 

The only unfinished section of this 
route, it is sald, ts thot between 
Tsengchen (which is about 10 miles 
north of .Sheklung) and Tungwel. 
Work has been delayed on this sec- 
tlon because it traversesethe East 
River delta and several bridges will 
have to be built, and tunnels 
excavated, ay ' 
Difficult Section 

From — cnquiries «from .. railway 
oMiclals, it-is learned that blg bridges 
will have to be built over the many 
rivers in the delta, entailing con- 
siderable enginecring work, but it 
will be pushed on as Quickly as 
possible to enable the inauguration of 
the new road at an carly date, it is 
stated. : 

The new Mayor of Canton, Mr. 
Tseng Yang-fu, who is ‘concurrently 
Vice-Minister for Rallways in Nan- 
king, is very ikeen on effecting all 
necessary. improvements jn’ the com- 
munication system in the south-west, 

In this, connection the Commis- 
sioner in Canton, Mr. Liu Wei-chi, 
In a recent article said, “Communica 
tlons which are intimately allied with 
the prosperity of Kwangtung, will 
also receive the attention of the 
Government. The present road sys- 
tem with a total mileage of . about 
0,000 miles will be further extended 
gs there is at present about $3,000,000, 
Canton currency, avatlable for thls 
purpose,” 

Several Roites 

At present several ronds, in vary- 
ing conditions, cross the Tungkun 
district, between the Kowloon border 
and the East River, but none of them 
reach the border, with the exception 
of the one which detours through 
Waichow and continues round the 
west const of the Peninsula through 
Tungwel; and then on to Shum Shun. 

,Of course, even if the Canton 
authorities do reach the border with 
their highway, there will still be o 
link needed across the Shum _Chun 
river and for a few miles !n British 
territory.’ It is now possible to motor 
from Kowloon to Sheung Shui, 20 
miles from Kowloon, ond with per- 
mission of the authorities, the Journey 
can be continued by road to Lo Won, 
just below Shum Chun, For the 
Canton-Kowloon road connection to 
be made, the section between Lo Woo 
and Shum Chun will have to be 
bridged, , : 

There has been an_ alternative 
scheme suggested, however. This is 
that instend of crossing the river at 
Shum Chun the road should branch 
off about Lok Mah Chau,.in British 
territory, and cross the river just to 
the north ond continue to Canton up 
the west const of the peninsula along 
a road which has been constructed 
for_some .years._This_ would _save 
many ‘miles. :

HEAD HUNTER 


IS A MENACE 


Missionary Tells of Narrow 
Escape in Wilds Of 
. Nigeria 
. Capetown, Feb. 10. 

_A.°S, Judd, who has been a 

. missionary in the wildest parts 

of Nigeria for twenty-five years, 

told in an interview here how he 

escaped ‘being killed by head 
hunters, 

‘The trouble started. when some 
Christian converts unwiscly went out 
of ‘thelr way to sing hymns in front 
of a pagan shrine. 

“They were punished by the ‘au- 


—-—.-— thorities.for-their_indiscretion," Judd_ 


said, “but the head hunters and their 
. witch doctors were not satisfied. 
From different sources 1 heard 
threats that the leader 6f the cult 
was going to have me killed and the’ 
milsston school rned down. Onc 
night a mission hut was set on fire, 
but the mission boys in It were 
_ awakened‘ by the crackling of. the 
flames and ‘escaped. When they 
found .their plan hod failed, the 
savages did not molest us again.” 
- Explaining the origin of the custom 
of hunting human heads In Nigeria, 
.Judd said many of the tribes have 
banded together to fight the Moham- 
medan slave raiders, and live in the 
hl country. 


“The older men say that the more 
heads of slave raiders they capture, 
the fewer ralders there will be,” he 
sold.

King’s Burden 
Worries His 


Ministers 
London, Feb. 10, 


“~LightenIng “ofthe heavy burden’ of 
oficial dutics borne by British kings 
is being urged In many quarters. 


The burden, it is known, has been 
intensified many times ever since the 
World. War und still further aug- 
mented by the statute of Westmins- 
ter fixing Dominion status and the 
Imperiat Conference resolutions. 


According to the Constitution, 
Dominion prime ministers communj- 
cate.directly with the king. This in 
itself means that the king must have 
a special secretariat to deal with 
communications: -from overscas. At 
the samo time his duties in the home 
country have increased. The United 
Kingdom government and Parlia- 
ment have placed Dominion affairs 
generally out of their own range, 
and thus lightened thelr duties,, 


DOMINIONS AFFAIRS HEAVY 


Having to handle Dominion prob- 
lems and perform multifarious duties 
at home, from signing commissions 
to receiving foreign diplomats, is be- 
coming a physically imposslble bur- 
den for one man. The problem now 
is to rationalize the work of the 
monarch, 


. Nowadays the king has five prime 
ministers—United Kingdom, Austra- 
Na, New Zealand, Canada and South 
Africa—advising him in direct com- 
munication. 


King George VI came to the throne 
with even less family assistance than 
his two predecessors... King George 


‘VV had four sons to help him in his i 


public duties, especially by attend~ 
‘ing important ‘public functions, King 
Edward VIII had the assistance of 
three brothers, but King George VI 
has only two brothers to lighten the 
burden of duties. z . 


‘MAY TOUR EMPIRE 


Former Kirig Edward decided to 
make a tour_of the empire, and If 
King George VI decides, as expected, 
to make this tour so that his subjects 
shall ‘not be disappointed, the situn- 
tion ‘will be further complicated. 
Then there will have to be a Council 
of State upon which no British 
minister could’serve because of a 
decision taken after the life of the 
Council of State formed during the 
illness of.

‘and equipment,” the General Elec- 
tric statement said, “it became 
possible not only to theorize, but in 
some {nstances to study the interior 
of. atoms -and the movements of 
electrons. :

MAJOR . GENERAL 
SIR P. COX 


London, Feb. 20. - 

Major-General’ Sir Percy Cox, 
former High Commissloner of Mcso- 
potamin, collupsed and diced on his 
wny to the mect of the’ Oakley 
Hounds, near Bedford.—Reuter. 

Percy Z. Cox, army officer and ou- 
thority on the Middle Enst,. was born 
in Essex in. November 1804, and 
cduented at Harrow ond the Royal 
Military College, Sandhurst. Joining 
the army in 1834, he served with the 
2nd Battalion Camerontans until 1889, 
when he joined the Indian Stafft 
Corps. A year later he was appointed 
to the Indiin Political Department 
and, ofter being employed in varlous 
other posts, was sent to Somaliland 
over which a British protectorate had 
been established a few years before. 
There he served as Vice-Consul at 
Zeita and Berbera. « : 

With his noxt appointment he began 
the career which created his great 
reputation in the Middle East. From 
1899 to 1904, he was Consul and 
political agent at Musent, Arabia. 
For many years afterwards he was 
closely associated with the affairs of 
Persla. After being Consul-Gencral 
at Bushire he was made Political Re- 
sident in the Persian Gulf in 1909 
and was awarded the C.S,1. He was 
still in Persian when the World War 
began, and performed extremely 
valuable services through his know- 
ledge of the people and their dialects 
as Chlef Political OMicer to the Indian 
Expeditionary Foree which operated 
along the Persinn border. He was 
knighted (K.C.LE.) Jn 1915, and was 
awarded the G.C.LE, two years’ later. 

From 1918 to 1920 he was acting 
British Minister to Persia and for the 
Ha three elie High Commissioner 
in Irag, receiving for hts services 
G.C.M.G. 

No better man could have been 
chosen’ to deal with the somewhat 
chaotic conditions. Gifted with un- 
limited patience and courtesy and yet 
ready with frm decision, he gained 
the esteem of all. He could listen 
for hours to argumentative, Arab 
sheikhs without betraying any fcel- 
ing, and then, calmly impose his 
view. 

Among the Arabs he was called‘ as 
n title of great respect “Abu Khar- 
tum" (father. of the trunk)—a re- 
ference to his masterful nose, In 
1924 he was British plenipotentiary 
in the Turko-Irnq frontier negotia- 
tions,,and in 1925 went to Geneva 
for the framing of a convention to 
control arms traffic. 

Duting his career he had done much 
exploration, and fn 1933 was’ made 
president of the Royal Geographical 
Society.. Meanwhile, he had risen to 
the rank of Major-Gencral.

The Marquis of Huntley, Premier 
Marquis 7 Seatlend. died early this 
orning ‘in his 90th, year.—Brit 
Wireless year.—Brittuh 
Charles Gordon Marquis of Huntley, 
the premier Marquis of Scotland, 
and the holder of many other 
Scottish and British titles, was born 
ha Orlen-Longueviltes Northampton- 
§ ,» one oO! he famlly seats, in 
March, 1847, os the son of the 10th. 


-Marquls whom-he succeeded in.1893.1" 


The Marquisate was created in 1599. 

For some years he was a Lord-in- 
Waiting. and then Captain of the 
Corps of Gentlemen-ut-Arms in 
Queen Victoria's court. He was also 
Hon. “Colonel of the 7th Gordon 
Highlanders. Later, he became Pre- 
sident of the National Association for 
the Promotion of Social Science. 
Three times Lord Rector of Aberdezn 
University—in 1891, 1893 and 1896— 
he-received the hon. degree of LL.D. 
In one of his rectorial addresses he 
aroused some surprise by pleading 
for, goodwill between capital and 
Iubour on lines discussed at the 


»Mond-Turner conforence in 1929 and 


also for a system of old-age pensions. 

The chief Huntley seat was Aboyne 
Castle, Aberdeenshire, but the family 
also owned the ‘estates of Dinnet, 
Morven, Glentanar and the Forest 
of Birse. The Marquis was in fact 
one of the biggest landowners on 
Deeside and, as chief of the Gordons 
was known as “Cock o’ the North.” 
In appearance he was among’ .the 
most aristocratic of the peers- and 
when in Highland dress was one of 
{he handsomest men in Scotland. 

In 1867 with the aid of a small 
local commitice he founded the 
famous Aboyne Games. Later, he 
was hampered by financial difficulties 
and, although he sold a very large 
part of his Decside estates, he made 
three appearances in the Bankruptcy 
Court, compounding with his credi- 
tors on two occasions, The third re- 
celving order in June, 1028, was 
caused by the demand of a moncy- 
lender for a sum which’ the -Marquis 
had borrowed to oppose a claim to 
the ancient ‘Barony of Gordon. It 
was announced that the creditors 
would eventually be paid in full.

Although it jis now possibla to 
reach Shum Chun, on the British 
border, from Canton, the route, which 
lies through Waichow, covers almost 
twice {he mileage of the more direct 
highway which is plarined, This: 
Is ‘from Canton to . Tsengchen 
(Tsingshinghsten), through Sheklung 
(where ‘the Kowloon-Canton railway 
crosses the Enst River) and then to) 
Tungwei, in the Tungkun district, 

The only unfintshed section of this 
route, It is said, is that between 
Tsengchen (which is about 10 miles 
north of Sheklupg) and Tungwel. 
Work has been delayed on this sec-

Tungwel, and then on to Shum Shun. 

-Of course, even ff the Canton 
authoritics do reach the border with 
thelr highway, there will still be a 
link needed across the Shum Chun 
river and for a few miles in British 
territory. It is now possible to motor 
from Kowloon to Sheung Shui, 20 
miles from Kowloon, and with per- 
mission of the authoritles, the Journcy 
can be continued by road to Lo Woo, 
just below Shum Chun. For the 
Canton-Kowloon road connection to 
be made, the section between Lo Woo 
and Shum Chun will have to be 
bridged. 

There has been an_ alternative 
scheme suggested, however. This ts 
that Instend of crossing the river at 
Shum Chun the rond should branch 
off about Lok Mah Chau, in British 
territory, and cross the river just to 
the north and continue to Canton up 
the west coast of the peninsula along 
a road which has been constructed

Since she came back from the 
Antarctic expedition led by Sir 
Douglas Mawson In 1931, the Dis- 
covery has laln in East India Dock, 
London. She is a ship of only 736 
tons, built at’ n cost of £52,000 
specially for Captaln_ Scott's first 
attempt. to reach the South Pole In 
1901—an objective which eventually 
cost him his life, The ship was re- 
conditioncd In 1925 at o cost of 
£90,000. . o 
_E. W: Walker, a young explorer 
who took part in the ‘James Bay 
Geological Expedition to the Arctic 
In 1930-31, but who has never been 
to the Antarctic, is to lead the new 
expedition. . 

“We are trying to raise suMclent 
funds to ‘purchase that wonderful 
ship, the Discovery,” he explained,

AVOIDING ANOTHER 
SLUMP 


Mr. J. M. Keynes, the well- 
known cconomist, is concerned 
about the lack of Government 
plans for preventing “that pag- 
ging away of activity which, if 
it is allowed to, cumulate after 
the usual fashion, will once again 
develop into a slump.” He has 
given expression to this concern 
ina series.of articles in The 
Times under the heading “How 
to Avoid a Slump”. In his con- 
cluding article, he advocated the 
appointment of a Board of 
Public Investment whose busi- 
ness would ‘be to prepare detail- 
ed plans of development :—“The 
railway companies, the port and 
river authorities, the water, gas_ 
and electricity undertakings, 
the building contractors, the 
Local Authorities, above all, 
perhaps, the London County 
Council and other great Corpora- 
tions ‘with congested. popula- 
tions, should be asked to inves- 
tigate what projects could be 
usefully undertaken if capital 
were available at certain rates 
of interest. The question of. the 
gencral advisability of the 
schemes and their order of pre- 
ference should be examined next. 
What is required at ‘once are’ 
acts of constructive imagination 
by our administrators, engineers 
and architects, to be followed by 
financial criticism, sifting, and 
more detailed designing, so that 
some large and useful projects, 
at least, can be launched at a 
few months’ notice.” The idea 
propounded "by Mr. Keynes is 
closely allied: to that of the La- 
bour Party plan for setting up a 
National" Investment Board, 
which would act as an instru- 
ment .of the Government en- 
gaged in operating national 
planning, buf enjoying flexibility 
and discretion’ within that plan 
for the efficient performance of 
its functions. “Such a Board,” 
says a Party. statement, “would 
organise the mobilisation . and 
allocation of that part of the 
national wealth which is avail- 
able for capital investment, and 
would license new capital issues. 
It would propose annual estim- 
ates of the national income, 
showing what new money was 
likely to be available for invest- 
ment, “It would co-ordinate all 
schemes of capital expenditure 
proposed by. Government de- 
partments, Local Authorities,

Senate leaders to-day mapped 
plans to start Immediate hearings in 
committee’ of exponents and oppon= 
ents of court -recorganisation, so that 
the Senate debate can begin in two 
or three weeks, The Judiciary 
Committee starts work to-morrow. 

Senator Ashurts refuscs to fore- 
vast what action will be taken, but 
other sources revealed that im- 
medinte hearlngs will .be requested. 

Meonwhile, 30 Senators have 
publicly approved ‘he reforms 
advocated by the President, and 32 
oppose them, while 34 are non- 
committal, Leuders ‘claim 53 actual- 
ly supported the mensure in a 
private poll. 


The opposition ts at present power- 
ful cnough to debgte the bill in- 
definitely and. prevent voting. 
at is ‘not expected” that any groun 
would attempt a “filibuster” for six 
months. Hence the plans for the 
early introduction of the measure. 

President Roosevelt is scheduled to 
confer to-morrow with Mr. E, J. 
O'Neal of the Farm Bureau, presum- 
ably to discuss farmers’ support, and 
labour non-partisan _ representatives 
tre expected to confer with the 
President on March 8. There will be 
a‘nightly radio summary of the 
debate, when [t starts. ; 

Senator William Nyc has joined 
the opposition on the grounds that 
the bill “does not touch the Judicial 
power which’ is standing in the way 
of Congress;” that it is “misleading;”

eyes of armed warders; of Civil 
Guards, carbines in crook of arm, 
standing here and there an vantage, 
points. A place of damp and deadly 
gloom from which no men may 
escape—for long, 
FREE FIVE HOURS 

The prisoner of this weel who 
“escaped” had his liberty but a short 
five hours. Slipping awny from hls 
gang In a sudden fog such as ls com- 
mon on the Moor, he was defeated 
by the fog.

.The electron, admitted - by mod- 
ern physics and ‘chemistry to be a 
probable ultimate constituent of -all 
atoms, is a product of 20th Century 
research. ‘ 

Scientists say that until the 20th 
Century, the structure of atoms was 
entirely n subject for theory and 
conjecture. . 

“With modern research methods 
and equipment,” the: General Elec- 
statement ‘said, “it became 
possible not only to theorize, but in 
some instances to study the Interior 
of atoms and the movements of 
electrons, 

.Experimentations with electrons, 
scientists are going far beyond the} 
limitatlons of our visible world.

Now Wants War 


Impressed by what he has seen of fortifications in the 


-East and Far East, General 


Sir Alexander John Godley 


told a Telegraph representative. before he left to’ spend 
the week-end at Canton, that the military activity he had 
seen pleased him very much. 

“It is splendid, the way things are going ahead,” he 
‘added. “Hongkong is already. a great fortress. of the 
Empire.’ I hope that one day it'will be as impregnable as 


Gibraltar.” ~ 
Asked which country 


be ‘considered the greatest 


threat to péace at the ‘moment, the General tactfully’ 
refrained from names, “I don’t think anybody wants to 
go to war now.. Britain is re-arming simply to hold her 
own.and she is going about it thoroughly.” 


“No, J could not say which fighting 
service Is .-most important to the 
safety of a country in these days. As 
you will have noticed, the Govern- 
ment has appolnted n committed to 
co-ordinate all our fnellities and that 
is doing very important work, Of 
one thing, however, I am perfectly 
certain: the next war will be decided 
by. the infantryman with his rifle.” 

“You don't suy what he will be 
firing from this rifle,” the General was 
reminded. : 

“No, I don't,” he replied, “but I. do 
say, und Iam quite convinced of it, 
that the {infantryman will be the 
eventual deciding factor,” Y 

Sir Alexander hos not been to 
Hongkong prior to this visit and, In 
any cuse, would moke no statement on 
the Colony's pecullar defence prob- 
lems, , 


Lack -Of Enthusiasm 


On the question of enlistment 
which has been occupying the Gov- 
ernment’s attentlon at Home he 
agreed that there hud been a dls- 
couraging lack of enthusiasm . in 
enlistments to the Army. * 

“T attribute this to several reasons, 
he said. “Firstly, there is the dole; 
secondly, there jis a disinclination of 
the young man of the present day to 
-R..abroad, and.thirdly, -the-pay..and. 
Army conditions need improving, 
though this is already being taken in 
hand. I should not. ke to express 
an opinion as to whether conserip- 
tion should be introduced.” 


Satisfied With Volunteers 


Speaking of more general matters,
